HILDESHEIM TREASURES 

Electrotyped by Christofle & Co., Paris 

These are electrotype ^reproductions of ancient vessels found on the 
*■ site of a Roman camp, near Hildesheim, Hanover. 

On October 17, 1868, some soldiers, while digging near their camp on 
the slope of Galgen, found, at the depth of ten feet, some bits of metal 
that proved to be silver. Further search discovered two large bell-shaped 
vases or bowls, inverted, under which were other vessels and fragments, 
strangely heaped together, the feet and handles being detached from the 
vessels to which they belonged, and all much corroded by the infiltration of 
a wet soil. 

They were restored by an expert as nearly as possible to their original 
condition, and subsequently taken to the Royal Museum at Berlin. Their 
discovery made a great sensation, and it was at first supposed that the 
original treasures were part of the dinner-service of Varus, the Roman 
General, who was defeated by the Germans, under Arminius, near Hildesheim, 
in the year A.D. 9; but the style of some of the pieces was so evidently of a 
later date that the idea is now abandoned. The design and workmanship of 
most of them certainly show their extreme antiquity.
